Unemplo3rment In Gogebic County is at Ha 
loweat point in 11 years, according to Sec. J. 
Violetta, manager of the Ironwood ofRce of the 
Michigan Employment Security Commission. He 
said the county's jobless ratio is 42 per cent, 
only two-tenths of one per cent higher than the 
national average. This is the lowest it has bem 
since iron ore mines in that area began phasing 
out in 1958. The commission paid out $1,727,610 
in unemployTTient benefits in 1958. the figure 
reachinjr a hijrh of $1.762.513 in 1961. The hitter 
year also was the peak in unemployment with 
20.96 per cent of the labor force without jobs. 
Both skilled and semi-ekilled jobs are availabie 
in the area, Violetta said, adding that most of 
those who are listed as unempk>y^ are not Htted 
to the particular jobs now open. Another factor 
which shows the Gogebic area is picking up econ­ 
omically is the lack of housing fai^ities. Violetta 
said there is virtually no housing available in 
Bessemer, Wakefield and Marenisco, while Iron- 
wood has very few houses which are available 
for sale or rent. lie emohasized that this is 
exactly the opposite of the situation only five 
years ago, when property values were down and 
many homes were for sale.
